Induction Program 
ORR Staff Mentors New Teachers 

Albert Einstein once said: "It is the supreme art of 
the mentor to awaken joy in creative expression and 
knowledge." 

New teachers in the Old Rochester Regional 
School District are welcomed into the teaching profession 
by the Induction Year Program involving mentorship. All 
new teachers are matched with a trained mentor teacher. 
The goal is to provide ongoing support and a nurturing 
environment to help the new teacher survive the first 
critical years. 

Assistant Superintendent Carol Young, the district 
coordinator of the Induction Year Program, plans to offer 
the program each year and will seek grants to offset the 
cost. Two grants that currently find this program are: the 
Educator Quality Grant and the Class Size Reduction 
Grant. According to the Assistant Superintendent, "Every 
new teacher needs — and deserves — the training and 
support of experienced colleagues. No longer can teachers 
go into their classrooms, close the door and sink or swim. 
Collaborative relationships must begin with the very first 
day of their new profession. In order to help students 
achieve, we need to help teachers be the best they can be." 

New teachers are assigned a mentor teacher. All 
mentors are trained in mentor clinical coaching, 
participating in a three-credit course offered by the 
University of Massachusetts Dartmouth. Every effort is 
made to match all protegees with mentors in the same 
grade /subject area. Both mentor and protegee are invited 
to attend a two-day orientation program in August before 
the school year begins. This year there are 34 trained 
mentor teachers matched to new teaching staff. The 
mentor meets with the protegee on a regular basis to 
provide support, to give an opportunity to ask questions 
and seek advice, and to access necessary resources. 

Grade one teacher Nancy Ricci, new to Center 
School in Mattapoisett in 1998, stated: "Even though I was 
not a new teacher, I was new to Center School. I was 
encouraged to ask questions and felt comfortable doing

so. Being able to have someone to go to with my questions 
and concerns was a great asset. It made my transition 
from one school to another easier." 

Jeannine Tranfaglia, Grade 2 also at Center 
School, added: "Having a mentor guarantees that there is 
always someone to listen, guide and counsel you." 

"It's a good feeling to have a safety net, I can 
always go to my mentor to ask a question without feeling 
that I am bothering someone," said Jean Roseman, Grade 
3 teacher at Sippican School who came to the system from 
Virginia. 

Beginning teachers that are mentored are nearly 
twice as likely to stay in the profession as those who don't 
participate in the mentorship program according to a 
study done by the U.S. Department of Education. 
"Regarding Open House and parent conferences, my 
mentor explained to me what parents expect and what I 
should expect from parents. She was very helpful 
explaining procedures in school and what to do when I 
had difficulty with a child," explained Tami Remedis, 
Grade 3 at Sippican School, a recent graduate from 
Stonehill College. 

Elizabeth A. Quinn, Superintendent of Schools, 
reflected: "I believe the mentor program is a step that we 
can take in the public schools comparable to the 
experience of a beginning doctor or lawyer. We should 
provide that opportunity for new teachers when they 
come to us by a committed and intensive successful

the Plumb Memorial Library Board of Trustees to 
consider appointing a replacement to their board in 
the wake of Eunice Jenkins' passing. The board 
moved to appoint Jack W. Fyock as a Library 
Trustee, to fill out the term through the April Town 
Election. Mr. Fyock previously took out papers for 
the position last year and his wife is a former 
librarian for the Town of Marion.

standard cable package, and $24.99 for the basic 
cable package, effective January 1, 2001. 

In other matters, the board discussed: 

• The status of town-owned public safety 
vehicles which have been auctioned off and / or 
taken out of service. Selectman Cutler said he was 
unaware that some of these vehicles were no longer 
in the town's inventory.

Mattapoisett School Renovations 

The Mattapoisett Elementary School Building 
Committee was created as a result of the Special Town 
Meeting held on March 20, 2000. This committee is a 
continuation of the Renovation Committee established on 
March 29, 1999, which was charged with the feasibility 
and conceptual designs for both Center School (built in 
1898, additions added in 1937 and 1952) and Old 
Hammondtown School (built in 1966, addition added in 
1998). Presently, the Center School facility houses a Pre-K 
to Grade 3 program with 350+ students, and Old 
Hammondtown School has 250+ students in Grades 4-6. 
The committee has been working with the architect 
Charlie Hay of Tappe Associates of Boston, in designing 
the two schools to allow for a build-out population of 850 
students.

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub.

Cast Away. Starring Tom Hanks 
'j§|| and Helen Hunt. Directed by 
Robert Zemeckis. Running dme: 
143 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At 
Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth Mall 
and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Robert Zemeckis, the mainstream-populist 
visionary who made Forrest Gump and Contact (as 
well as last summer's thriller What Lies Beneath), is an 
extremely accomplished director; his problem these 
daysisthat he tries too hard to accomplishamasterpiece 
every time out. Zemeckis wants to make films for the 
ages, fables that speak to us about us, about the 
mysteries of the universe. How he graduated from the 
pop prankster who made Used Cars, Who Framed 
Roger Rabbit, and Back to the Future to the pop 
shaman who has now made Cast Away is itself one of 
life's great mysteries. (Maybe Zemeckis will make a 
movie about it.) 

Tom Hanks, chubby and waddling fast in a 
winter parka, is Chuck Noland, a FedEx guru who 
troubleshoots FedEx operations around the world, his 
voice rising in contempt at the workers' slowness. 
Don't they know they're FedEx? Let's go, people! 
Hanks embodies the sort of modem man for whom 
every job situation assumes the wired priority of a 
sucking chest wound; he plays ER in his head, and his 
personal life gets put in triage. He has little or no time 
for his girlfriend Kelly (Helen Hunt); rather glumly, 
they exchange Christmas gifts inhis van before Chuck 
takes off on a flight to shepherd yet another vitally 
important shipment. 

The little plane, as we all know, goes down over 
the ocean, and thesequenceisone of themostwTenching 
bits of crisis ever filmed. It bits fast and hard, with no 
warning; even though we know it's coming, we don't 
feel ready for it — we're thrown into it as rudely and 
abruptly as Chuck is. Zemeckis uses the technological 
effects at his disposal to give us each nightmarish 
detail of the experience right up to the impact. 
Afterward, when Chuck washes up on a godforsaken 
rocky island, the director abandons technology but 
still focuses on the details of Chuck's survival. Even 
here, Chuck is a problem-solver; he uses bits of 
salvaged goodies to make tools, shelter, even a friend 
named Wilson (a volleyball with a face rendered in 
blood — a creation saved from too-cuteness by its 
slight Lord of the Flies aura). 

To be honest, the gruelling study of Chuck's 
ordeal — it spans over four years — wore out its 
welcome for me after about half an hour. The built-in 
problem with movies like this is that you're stuck out 
in nowhere along with the characters); you can't wait 
to get home. Itneedstobe said, though, that Zemeckis' 
tranquil control never wavers, and that Hanks takes 




whatever starch he can out of the primal-man 
conception. Even when he's swathed in more beard 
than the two bearded guys in ZZ Top put together, 
Hanks comes across as a sane if omery modem man, 
even as he's carrying on animated chats with his 
volleyball — we accept it as any person's natural 
hunger to connect with someone. And he never loses 
his humor. 

Zemeckis and writer William Broyles, Jr. have 
been planting a few hints, though, and toward the end, 
after Chuck has returned home, we hear about 
something that almost happened on the island during 
those four (offscreen) years. Chuck becomes a figure 
of endurance, a real chicken-soup-for-the-soul story, 
and the movie closes up shop about 20 minutes before 
it ends. Hanks has a remarkable intense, haunted look 
— it isn't just his weight loss, though there seem to be 
new planes and contours to his face — but we never 
understand how it feels to be back among people who 
take trivial things seriously after you've been spearing 
fish and talking to a gory volleyball for the length of a 
presidential term. (It doesn't help that Broyles' script 
contains several glaring set-ups at the beginning that 
will predictably "pay off' later: a bad tooth, the ailing 
wife of a co-worker, etc.) 

Chuck goes to see Kelly, whose photo kept him 
alive all that time, but Helen Hunt can't work up much 
energy for the occasion; maybe she was dispirited by 
how few scenes she has. She could play the kind of 
woman a man would risk death to get back to, but she 
doesn't here, and the awkwardness of their late scenes 
together feels less like realism than like a casting 
mismatch. Alan Silvestri's score, which sounds like 
an unfinished piece of music (most of the movie has 
none), whines on cue to lock in on Chuck's pangs of 
loss. It whines, with a glimmer of hope, when Chuck 
imparts the moral of the fable: that you have to keep 
breathing, keep living. The movie takes too long to 
deliver us this banal package of wisdom, and we know 
what it is before we open it: a box of chocolates. Tom 
Hanks' performance held me, but as written Cast 
Away is about the great mystery of the human will to 
survive — and, incidentally, about the great mystery 
of the mass audience's will to accept pablum.

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Flying the Friendly Skies 



Airline travel has always had its 
ups and downs, if you'll pardon the 
pun, but when it comes to the much- 
hyped benefits of flying first class, you 
really need to scrutinize if it's worth 
the difference between a $300 round 
trip ticket or $1,000 round trip fare. I 
recently lucked into the rare pleasure 
of being bumped up to first class dur- 
ing a trip to Washington state and 
welcomed the opportunity to experi- 
ence what some people swear is "the 
only way to fly." I greeted the unex- 
pected bonus with some trepidation, 
however, fearing that I might forever 
long for that one-time venture to the 
head of the plane. 

Those of you who are regular first- 
class flyers and have never had to sit 
among the "unwashed" in coach can 
simply skip onto the classifieds sec- 
tion and forgo my ranting this week. 
Chances are you'll continue to enjoy 
the first-class experience ... and 
chances are even better it's a business 
perk that doesn't come out of your own 
pocket. 

This little slice-of-life is meant 
more for those who have constantly 
cursed being crammed into smaller 
seats, forced to stuff carry-on baggage 
into small overhead compartments, 
and eat "airline food" from plastic 
plates or cardboard dinner boxes. Let 
me be the first to pronounce: itain 'tall 
that bad. 

Yes, I have to admit that despite 
some immediate benefits to flyingfirst 
class, from where I'm sitting it cer- 
tainly doesn't warrant double or triple 
fares. Granted, you do get marginally 
more leg room and additional seating 
space (something which is always a 
plus), but I found the overall service 
alternately lacking and annoying (I like 
to read while traveling and the fre- 
quent interruptions were bothersome). 
Another claim-to-fame of flying first 
class — a bigger and better menu se-

lection — did offer some initial 
enticement, but still suffered 
from the same setbacks with 
all pre-packaged, microwaved 
"airline food." You re- 
ally can 't expect a steak 
to taste all that good 
after it's been reheated 
in a microwave, can 
you? 




On this particular flight, even some 
of those in first class didn't get the 
same choices of four main menu selec- 
tions — by the time the flight attendant 
reached them, they were given only 
one or two choices, as each item was 
apparently in limited supply. 

Probably the one area which would 
make all the difference to me would be 
additional entertainment options ... 
something to which I wasn't treated in 
this case. I've heard that some first- 
class service will include personal 
movie-viewing selections via portable 
DVD systems; but on the second and 
longer leg of my recent flight, we were 
given only one option — the same op- 
tiongiven to thoseincoach— of watch- 
ing that recent smash-hit Woman on 
Top (of course, edited for general au- 
diences, thereby whittling its running 
time down to under 90 minutes and 
effectively cutting out any potential 
scenes of sexy Penelope Cruz actually 
"on top"). Thankfully, I had just picked 
up a great new novel which I began 
reading earnestly about 10 minutes 
into the film. 

From what I gather, first-class 
options also depend largely upon the 
size of the aircraft, which means that 
although you pay the flat, exorbitant 
first-class rate, you can't always ex- 



pect to get the same level of top-notch 
service ... or even as much extra elbow 
and leg room. This unavoidable "crap 
shoot" factor puts some serious doubts 
in my mind as to why flying first class 
is worth the extra effort and expense. 

I'm sure thatfirst-class service may 
vary from airline to airline, and I'm 
also sure that many of you could offer 
examples where the experience was 
far more pleasurable. But the bottom 
line for me is: it's nothing that war- 
rants an additional $700 or more over 
a typical coach-class ticket price. Yeah, 
you may get to board the plane a whole 
five minutes before everyone else ... 
and you get to "de-plane" (an odd word 
only airline employees could devise) 
before those people in the back of the 
fuselage — but you still get there and 
back at the same time and are equal 
victims to the whims and scheduling 
problems of all major airlines. 

Take my advice if you're consider- 
ing footing the bill for first class fare: 
pocket the additional money and buy 
some nice souvenirs for your family 
and friends. Or, better yet, splurge on 
a made-to-order meal that is surely far 
better than anything you'd get aboard 
an airplane — be it in first class or not.

Convert a Table or Floor 
Lamp into a 'Touch Lamp'

A lamp can be turned on and off by 
many different mechanisms built into 
the socket. The pull chain gave way to 
the turning knob and the cylindrical 
protrusion that's pushed in or out. In 
the case of the three-way bulb, turning 
the knob slightly results in different 
levels of light. 

Is there a better way to control 
lamplight? Engineers have developed 
a method where lamps can be turned 
on and off not by pulling a chain, 
rotating a knob or pushing a cylinder 
in the socket, but with a mere touch of 
the finger. You can turn the "touch 
lamp" on or off by touching any part 
of its metal base. This is a true conve- 
nience, especially for the elderly, the 
handicapped and the arthritic. 

New lamps, of course, are available 
with this feature, but what about the 
millions of lamps purchased years 
ago? One answer is the simple screw- 
in device illustrated. It's designed for 
an incandescent bulb with a maximum 
of 150 watts. 

Screw it into an existing upright 
lamp whose socket is not recessed, 
then tighten the thumbscrew to firmly 
contact the original socket case. If 
you're using a 100-watt bulb, the first 
tap on the metal base will light the 
bulb and consume 25-33 watts; the 
second tap will bring 50 watts, and the 
third tap will deliver the lumens of 100 
watts. The fourth tap will turn the 
lamp off. 

Not only does this simple device 
make controlling light easier, but it 
also extends bulb life. If you were 
using the more expensive three-way 
light bulbs, it will certainly pay for 
itself over time. 

The product is manufactured by 
Bright Image Corp., whose president, 
Atiq Jilani, is one of the pioneer devel- 
opers of the technology. The S-l dim- 
mer is available from thousands of 
home centers including Home Depot, 
Lowe's, Menard's and smaller chains 
and electrical supply outlets. Cost is 
$8 to $10.
